Whether it is wise in the present 
state of British politics for Ireland to make a 
political bugaboo out of Home Rule and to 
alarm England by asking too much and putting 
the demand in the most aggravating form, re- 
mains to be seen. Sometimes the more you 
ask the more you get. But at other times it 
happens that the more you ask the less you get. 
Such home rule as States of our Union enjoy 
would be a good thing for Ireland, so good a 
thing that we hope she will not miss it by 
reaching after unattainable shadows.

1492.

No Fricures yet received indicate that the 
large gain of Anti-Republican members was 
due to a corresponding increase of Anti-Repub- 
lican voters among the people of France.

The Republican 
majority in the Chamber with a harmonious 
opposition of 200 members would be large 
enough, a better security for the stability of 
the Republic than a larger one would be.

We have been pained to learn of Attorney 
General Garland's interest in a telephone company, 
because we regarded him as entirely different from 
the politicians who are found mixed up with cor- 
porations and stock speculations. Our  ob- 
jection to Mr. Blaine was his association 
with railroad and other adventures while 
holding a seatin Congress. We cannot overlook 
in a Democrat what we condemn in a Republican. 
Mr. Garland must have acquired his interest in the 
telephone company while he was in the United 
States Senate. 

It is absurd to maintain that a large number of 
individuals whose rights are alleged to be tavolved, 
and the people who are subjected to the extortion- 
ate charges of a menopoly, ought to be shut out 
from legal redress bedause the Attorney-Genera 
happens to own shares in à telephone company 
whose interests are opposed to those of the Beil 
Company.

The proceedings authorized 
are fair to all the parties involved, inasmuch as 
they can only develop the truth. and promote 
justice.

Serious Allegations Against a Hus- 
band Liquor and Domestic Misery 
Arrest of the Holden Post Office 
Burglarse—A Full Confession. 


Mrs. Francisca Dahlan filed a petition in the 
Circuit Court to-day for a decree of divorce from 
Nicolaus Dahlan.

On some occasions, Mrs. Dahlan alléges, that her 
busband, whet tired of using his hands, would kick 
her in a brutal manner, and upon one occasion he 
broke a chair over her head. In addition to these 
acts of cruéity, Mra. Dahlan alleges that her hus- 
baud continually poured forth torrents of filthy 
abuse, and wrongfully charged her with unnatural 
conduct, implicating the eldest son. For many 
ears, Mrs. Dablau alleges that her husband has 

n addicted to habitual drunkenness. and has 
ref to contribute in any way to the 
support of the 2 As the. children 
grew up they worked for the support of the family 
and by economy in the household Mrs. Dahlan 
managed to save up $2,500 for the purchase of 
some real estate on Buel street. She states that her 
husband has refused to p&y the taxes on this 
property and that he threatens to sell it at a 
sacrifice in order to procure money for drink. 

Mrs. Dahlan asks for an order of court restrain- 
ing her husband from disposing of the property; 
likewise she prays for a decree of divorce aod for 
suitable alimony. There are six children by the 
marriage and the mother asks for their custody.

The Aged Historian to Revise and 
Edit Work Already Done. 


The President Kindly Receives Sug- 
gestions as to Making Appointments 
~—Pensioners Carried as Good Insur- 
ance Risks—The Change in the State 
Department Bureau of Statistics— 
Commissioner Colman Sits Down on 


Dr. Loring. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DisPatcn. 
WasniseTon, October 2.—Mr. Bancroft, the his- 
torian, will return to Washington in the neighbor- 
hood of the first of November. He will not attempt 
any further historical work.. He will spend the 
remainder of his days in revising and editing work 
already done. He is 8 years old, and during the 
last four or five years has shown signs of failing. 
He does not intend to begin any further historical 
work for the reason that he does not believe that 
he will have enough time left to finish it. He has a 
most remarkabie collection of historical papers, 
comprising great masses of uvused material. He 
has over a hundred enormous manuscript volumes 
of historical papers, some of which have been used 
in bis history. The majority of these papers, how- 
ever, comprise material for future historians. 
Wnon Mr. Bancroft was Minister to England he 
was given access to all of the papers in the collec- 
tion of the British Government and in the British 
Museum bearing upon the history of this country. 
He put ecopyiste at work and secured official tran- 
scripts of all the documents which be thought 
would be of value. He has always devoted himself 
to collecting historical papers. Whenever he has 
beard of documents in the possession of private 
families he bas sought for permission to copy them 
to incorporate in his own collection 
He afranged in his will that these papers shall 
to the Congressional Library at nis deatu, where 
they wul be free of access to aii historical studeats. 
7 roft has a wonderful collection of manu- 
scripts relating tothe period of the war of 1812. 
This istae epecn in our history waich is to be 
treated by Mr. Biaine after be has completed the 


work upon whica he is at present engaged.

Mr. Bancroft has always been a believer in the 
early hours of the gay for literary work. It has 
been bis habit to read through the day and to make 
hotes, But when he came to write out his notes he 
always preferred the morning hours. For years 
he as not written any manuscrip's with his own 
hand. He has kept in bis employment two secre- 
taries—one to look up authorities and prepare 
rough notes and the other to write from his dicta- 
tion. After his first dictation was transcrived Mr. 
Bancroft would go over it again and again. His 
style of dic aten is very free. He invariably cut 
down hws first writing to twothirds. This class of 
editorial revision was always done in tue morning.

An Important Decision Against the St. 
Paul and Sioux City Railway. 

Sr. Pat., Mixx., October 8.—The Supreme Court 
of Minnesota yesterday rendered a decision in the 
suit of the St. Faul and Sioux City Railroad against 
F. S. McDonald aod Frank Slocum, auditor and 
treasurer, respectively, of Hennepin County, un- 
favorabie to the road. The case is a test one, 
involving the taxation of 400,000 acres of land. a 
portion of the grant of the St. Paul and Sioux City, 
valued at the time of their disposal at $2,400,000. 
About 1871 the 6ompany issued what was known as 
the special preferred stock. or land 
stock, giving to each holder of com- 
mon stock share of specia! for 
euch share of common, The railroad has always 
claimed that the land was given as security on 
money advaneed by the stockholders to increase 
its capital, while the State in its argument held 
that the disposition of the lands in the above man- 
ner had the effect of a direct sale and conveyance 
to the stockholders, and that therefore the lands 
were ta Some time since the District Court 
of Hennepi. County granted a perpetual injunction 
restraining the collection of taxes on the land in 
question. This nas now oeen set aside and a new 
trial granted by the Supreme Court on the ground 
that there Was no evidence to show that there was 
indebtedness from the corporation to the stock- 
holders, without which the ruling of the lewer 
court is invalid.

TWO AMENDMENTS CARRIED. 


Total Vote on Each Amendment at Tues- 
days Election. 

The vote on the charter amendments at the elec- 
tion last Tuesday has been figured up and the 
result in each and all the amendments reached. It 
is that the first two amendments are carried and 
the remainder lost. The figures are as follows: 

No. 1~— Yes, 6, 287; no, 3,088; total, 9,325; majority 


over three-fifths, 692. 

No. 2—Yes, 5,996; no, 3,268; total, 9,264; majority 
over three-fifths, 437. 

No. Z Les. 5.449; no, 8,816; total, 9,265; less than 
three-fifths, 110. 

No. A- Yes, 4.311; no, 4,856; total, 9,167; less than 
three-fifths, 1,189. 

No. 5—Yes, 4,298; no, 4,850; total, 9,148; less than 
three-fifths, 1,189 

No. 6—Yes, 4,762; no, 4,382; total, 9,144; less than 
three-fifths, 724. 

The amendments were required to be carried by 
three-fifths of all the votes cast. 

The two amendments carried are: First, a correc- 
ticn of a clerical error in the charter. The law 
will now be that the Municipal Assembly shall 
meet on the third Tuesday in April, instead of on 
the first Tuesday. Second, destroying the “pocket 
veto“ of the Mayor. The law will now be that 
unless the Mayor returns abilito the Assembl 
within tendaysfrom the time of its receipt it 
shall be regarded ob the Assembiy as 
approved. The amendments that are lost 
provided for a change in the method of taxation, 
aud were intended to more fuliy equalize the bur 
den of taxes. The most important one, the fourth, 
provided that, where the cost of reconstructing a 
street was too great a tax on the rty abutting 
thereon, the Municipal Assembiy might, at the 
recommendation of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, provide for the payment for the whole or 
any part of it out of the general revenue. This 
amendment had 4,856 votes scored ainst it out 
of a total of 9,167. The third amendment would 
have increased the rate of taxation on West End 
property. This brought out a heavy vote in the 
west end of the city. The cost of the election was 
about 312.000.
